Cuban rebels,” believing that “the problem of seli-governuatent must
be worked out by peaceable means or seli-government will not last.”

The St, Louis Globe-Democrat is one of the papers which hold that
annexation is igevitable—"not only inevitable, but thav it can not ik
postgoned many vedrs longer.”  And the Washingion 'ost is even
more in a hurev,  “Why does the President hesitate?”

In Caba the desire for onr intervention is appatrently confined to
the insurgent party, “They seem to have expected us 1o take fire at
their dirst call o arms and interiere at once w their bebalf” savs the
Washington Star,  “Instead of that,” The Star continues, “senftment
generally has heen with the Palma Government.” The possible in-
centive of the insurrection is found by a number of papers in this very
desire for American intervention, followed Ly possible annexation of
the islamd, The Doston Herald puts it thas;

According 1o correspandence from Russia, every city has its Com-
mittee of Safety and also its Black Hundred, but their work is quite
different and, in general, antagonistic, In fact the Committees of
Safety have become so poweriul, that they are said to have been imi-
tated by these so-called “Black Hundred” for their own nefarious ends,
“Hack Hundred,” are thus described;: “In Russia, when a man has
Leen convicted twice of a felony his passport is marked and he is sent
back to his native community without hope of ever again engaging in
the world’s affairs, e 15 a burden to his village, e eats or starves
#e opportumty offers, e is accursed, e has joined the Black Hun-
dred. It is to these outcasts,” ac\urdin;,r to this authority, “that the
authorities turn in their crusade against the Jews, They are all mark-
cd men, The word is passed round that, if on a certain day these jail-
birds care to loot the Jewish quarter the police will not interiere, Then
follows a Biclostok massacre.
